THRESHER RETURNS. 


The returns from the threshers are coming 
in and are averaging very well. 

James Tough, of Long lake threshed 576 
bushels of wheat from 14 acres, over 41 
bushels an acre. From 44 acres sown with 
300 pounds of Abundance oats, he got 465 
bushels, a little over 100 bushels an acre. 
The rest of his oats averaged 60 bushels. 


Mr. Zippel. of Rosenthal district, Stony 
Plain, had 800 bushels of wheat from 16 
acres, 50 bushels to the acre. 

Amiel Ziegler, of Spruce Grove, had 44 
bushels to the acre of wheat and 70 of oats. 

In the Spruce Grove district of Stony 
Plain the wheat so far as threshed has 
averaged 32 bushels per acre. 


John McPherson, of Spruce Grove, before 
threshing gathered crop statistics for the 
board of trade. He estimated the crop of 
30 settlers at 57,000 bushels. The yield 
from the thresher so far has over run this 
estimate. Of this amount 20,000 bushels 
wes wheat. 

W. Latimer estimates that half the crop 
threshed so far by the Poplar Lake Thresh- 
ing Co. is wheat, so that the proportion of 
wheat will be from a third toa half of the 
whole crop. 


As to sample, some of the red fife is 
slightly frosted. While there 1s very little 
damaged wheat this season, it is believed 
that the best sample of this year will not 
equal the best sample of last year, owing to 
the greater rainfall, which is the cause of 
the much greater yield. 

Potatoes are a big crop.

UxpripGe JournNaAL: Mr. J. Youmans, 
of Alberta, N. W. T., who has been visiting 
his brother-in-law, Mr. M. L. Nutting, in 
Uxbridge, is a teacher of an Indian school 
and claims that the Indian children are 
better behaved than white children. Mr. 
Youmans put in a few months at newspaper 
work once brt was glad to return to 
teaching. 

Rev. Jon McDoveatt, of Morley, and 
Mrs. McDougail, returned from the Landing 
on Saturday, where they had been visiting 
Mr. and Mrs. W. L. Wood. They left the 
Landing on Thursday afternoon. Mr. Mc- 
Dougali remarked strongly on the change 
in the appearance cf the country between 
Edmonton and the Landing since his last 
visit in 1879, by reason of the clearing 
away of the fcrests by fires. What was 
then dense woods ot valuable timber is now 
almost open prairie. The destruction of, 
value has been very great. 


G. H. JAMIEson and J. H. Jamieson, of 
Lacombe, came in on Saturday by trail to 
purchase cattle. Ontheway in they notic- 
ed where a prairie fire had been started on 
the west side of the railway track near Mc- 
Cue’s place at Morningside siding north of 
Lacombe.

In both 
cases the fires were started by sparks from 
the C. & E. locomotives.

regular fire trap. Ifthe fall continues dry 
and open there will be much destruction 
caused by sparks from the locomotives.

This 
edition is handsomely illustrated, giving 
views of the agricultural, gold mining and 
commercial advantages of the district.

leaving Athabasca Landing for Mackenzie 
river ; the steamer Northweat on the Sas- 
katchewan ; steam gold dredges on the Sas- 
katchewan ; and miners working on the 
river bar in front of town. 


Somu little time ago the Calgary Herald | ——— 


took occasion to remark that the BULLETIN 
was following the lead of the Herald in pub- 
lishing a special Yukon edition.

There is therefore no question about the 
matter, And when the Herald used 
language to make its readers believe that it 
was first in the field in this line it simply 
lied. The Herald says that the BoLLETIN 
mentioned its special issue in complimentary 
terms. And why not? It was not for 
the Bunretin to criticize adversely the 
Herald’s effert, for in style and matter it 
was plainly based upon the special issue of 
the BULLETIN, and the more valuable part 
of the information contained was taken 
bodily from this paper. To appropriate to 
itself the work of others and claim it as its 
own is probably cousidered smart journalism 
by the Herald, and if its patrons like to pay 
for that kind of journalism the BULLETIN 
has no quarrel with them or the Herald 
about it, but no dirt the Herald can throw 
wi!l deter this paper from calling it by its 
right name when the occasion seems to de- 
mand.

RAILWAY POLICY. 


Winnipeg Tribune: Although very 
late in the day is it aot about time 
that the government reversed their 
policy. Ifthe country is compelled 
to build the railway lines it should 
own and operate them in the interests 
of the whole people, instead of paying 
for them in the first place, and then 
handing them over to a railway com- 
pany which has power to put in force 
any rates it may choose to adopt. A 
huge blunder wus committed the day 
it was decided to allow the syndicate 
to build the C. P. R. instead of the 
government doing the work itself and 
owning and controlling the great rail- 
way system of the Dominion. The 
sooner the government secures control 
of the railway systems of Canada the 
better it will be for the people in the 
long run. This practice of dipping 
into the public treasury and furnish- 
ing cash for this branch and for the 
other branch and then giving the rail- 
way companies the property is all 
wrong; it is simply rivetting the 
shac*les more firmly upon ourselves at 
every turn, and the more money we 
give the more deeply we plunge our- 
selves into the mire. It is the wrong 
policy, and all that can be said in its 
defence will not make it right. * * 
* Sir William Van Horne coolly 
tells us that it is not the business of 
his company but of the government to 
provide railway accommodation to the 
Foxton settlers. He knows that no 
independent railway corporation can 
build in there, and so, despite the 
urgent necessities of the settlers, he 
can snap his fingers at them and say 
that it is the manifest duty of the 
government to provide money to build 
the extension. He well knows that 
he can tire the settlers out and force 
the government to come to their rescue, 
in doing which the C. P. R. will 
secure the additional mileage and 
business for nothing, and so secure a 
stronger grip upon the country. 

_ If Canada had dealt in a business- 
like way with the C. P. R., we ought 
to be in a condition to compel the 
company to build such extensions.

CHOAS AT DYEA. 


In a letter from Lake Lindeman, 
dated Sept. 19, the writer, a newspaper 
man, says: “There is chaos on the 
Dyea trail. Thousands of people are 
struggling on with damaged outtits and 
thousands with no cutfits or even food, 
clothes or shelter and are beating back 
against the storm trying to reach Dyea. 
For eleven days the storm has raged, 
the wind blowing a gale, and the rain 
falling in torrents. Nine people are 
cooped up between the mountain lakes 
high above the timber line. The past 
week has been a nightmare. Baking 
powder is held at $5 a pound, horse 
shoe nails bring 25 cents apiece. One 
enterprising man, at Crater lake, went 
back over the trail, and gathered up 
some 500 nails from the hoofs of dead 
horses and sold the lot to one man for 
$65, At the foot of the steep ascent, 
known as “Scales,” the suffering has 
been intense. A small stick of dry 
wood, the size of a man’s arm, readly 
sold for $4. Green wood sold at the 
rate of $1,000 per cord,”

attention on routes that their own 
best informed officers have pronounc- 
ed favorably on.”

Their horses and pack saddles 
they purchased at Calgary, paying 
from $7 to $12 for the ponies and 
$3.75 ah for the saddles. The ponies, 
of which they have purchased in all 
110 head, are, they state, a fair 
sample of the Indian cayuse and they 
consider them capable of carrying a 
pack of about 175 or 200 pounds to 
the gold fields| A number of the 
party are purchasing good sized saddle 
horses here, paying from $25 to $30 
apiece for them. It is their intention 
to transport their supplies as far as 
possible by wigons, packing the 
horses with only about 50 or 75 Ibs. 
in order to get them used to the pack, 
until the end of the wagon trail is 
reached when the entire outfit will be 
packed, each pony receiving from 175 
to 200 Ibs. Each man is taking from 
906 to 1,000 lbs. of food, which they 
consider will be sufficient for a year’s 
supply, and about 150 ibs. of cloth- 
ing and hardware, making in all about 
1,150 lbs. per man which will be 
divided between five or six pack 
ponies. The party will strike for the 
Peace river country. 

The pack ponies are still in Calgary 
and Messrs. Fugard and Marshall 
went down on last train to have them 
rounded up and will hire some Indians 
to drive them up. They are expected 
in some time to-morrow. The party 
intend starting on their journey in 
about a week. 
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THE SKAGWAY TRAIL. 


The Toronto Globe has a letter from its 
special correspondent, R. Houston, at 
Skagway, dated Sept. 22nd. The writer 
oredicts extreme hardship at Skagway this 
winter and starvation et Dawson. He gives 
a vivid account of the hardships of the trail 
and the bad prospects for the winter. He 
says: ‘‘ Very few eastern Canadians joined 
the rush that has resulted so unfortunately 
for the crowd, and those who stayed at 
home may well congratulate themselves. 
The squad of mounted police who came up 
under command of Inspector Howard are 
among the number who have failed to get 
through with their supplies. The other day 
the officers sent a quantity of provisions 
over to Dyea to be taken over the Chilcoot 
Pass for the use of the police already in at 
the Lukou. The Indians hava already 
stopped packing because of the bad weather, 
and it was with great difficulty and only by 
paying a very high rate that they could be 
induced to take the load over to the lakes. 
They started up from Dyea shortly before 
the washout, but had not yet reached Sheep 
Camp and therefore nothing worse than a 
little delay from the high water vomited: 
Minister Sifton, Commissioner Walsh and 
Judge McGuire are reported as now on the 
way here to go into the Yukon with another 
squad of police _I believe they will find it 

utterly impossible to make their way into 
the Yukon at present unless they happen to 
be favored with unusually mild weather. 
Tie prospects at present are certainly 
gloomy.”
